I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  and 
Borough  of  Pietermaritzburg  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,1941. 


The  birth  rate

No  new  Slum  clearance  action  has  been  taken 
this  year  owing  to  the  lack  of  housing  for  persons  displaced ,  and 
only  a  few  isolated  dwellings  have  been  dealt  with.  The  Sub- 
Economic  Asiatic  and  Native  houses  completed  last  year  have  been 
fully  occupied.  The  City  Councils  Economic  Housing  Scheme 

of  50  houses  at  '’Gardens"  was  completed  during  the  yean 5  by  the 
construction  of  the  balance  of  30  houses 5  and  also  fully 
occupied  as  soon  as  housing  became  available. 


The  loss  of  trained  health  inspectors  who 
have  departed  on  active  service  3  and  the  impossibility  of 
replacing  them  under  present  conditions,  has  resulted  in  an  un 
avoidable  decline  in  the  amount  of  inspection  done  9  and  a 
heavier  burden  has  been  thrown  upon  those  remaining. 


The  Child  Welfare  and  Infectious  Disease 
work  of  the  Department s  however,  has  increased  in  amount ,  and 
my  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  for  the  high 
level  of  efficiency  which. despite  all  difficulties  9  has  been 
mai nt aine  d  t  hr oughout .

The  European  Birth  Rate  has  again  increased, 
rising  from  19.09  to  20.39.  This  is  the  highest  birth  rate 
recorded  since  the  year  1930-1931  when  the  rate  was  21.23. 

The  Native  Birth  Rate  has  increased  slightly 
from  19.44  to  21.35.  The  Coloured  Birth  Rate  dropped  to 

44.02  and  the  Indian  Birth  Rate  was  44.48, 

The  increase  in  the  Indian  Birth  Rate  noted  this 
year  is  due  to  the  fact  that  as  Indian  births  have  been  found 
to  be  very  incompletely  registered  with  the  Registrar*  of' Births 
and  deaths,  the  figure  given  this  year  is  compiled  from  the 
Registrar's  figures  and  the  Notifications  of  births  made  direct 
to  this  office  by  midwives.  As  this  is  the  first  time 

this  has  been  done,  this  year's  figures  are  not  properly 
comparable  with  the  Asiatic  births  and  birth  rates  given  in 
previous  annual  reports.

DEATHS »  (Pages  6-8) 


The  European  crude  death  rate  dropped  from 
10,52  to  9.00.  52%  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  65 

years  of  age. 

The  Native  death  rate  rose  from  13.88  to  15.12, 
the  Coloured  death  rate  dropped  sharply  from  23.34  to  13.87, 
while  the  Indian  death  rate  rose  slightly  from  12.38  to  12.41. 

The  death  rate  for  all  races  was  11.38  as  compared  with  12.27  for 
last  year. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  percentage 
of  deaths  occurring  below  the  age  of  45  in  the  various  races  i  - 


European  s  21% 

Native  s  79% 

Coloured  %  56% 

Asiatic  i  67% 

All  Non  -  European  :  73% 


These  figures  once  again  show  how  much  better 
the  expectation  of  life  is  for  Europeans  than  for  the  other 
classes  of  the  community.  The  following  table  also  indicates 

how  that  the  diseases  generally  associated  with  later  life,  e.g. 
Cancer,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  Cardiac  disease  and  Nephritis,  are 
a  much  commoner  cause  of  death  among  Europeans  than  among  Non- 
Europeans,  whilst  bowel  infections,  tuberculosis,  syphilis, 
violence  and  diseases  of  early  infancy,  are  much  more  frequently 
the  cause  of  death  amongst  Non-Europeans .

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(2)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  158  notifications  of  infectious 
disease,  a  decrease  on  the  total  of  207  recorded  for  the 
previous  year.  The  incidence  of  the  various  diseases  is  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  9  ,  and  the  individual  diseases  are  dis¬ 
cussed  under  the  appropriate  headings.

Altogether  444  patients  were  admitted  during 
year,  345  Borough  and  99  Out-of-Bor ough.  Figures  for 
the  previous  five  years  were  ;  1935-36:  166:  1936-37:  183* 

1937-38:  215;  1938-39:  216;  1939-40:  307.  ’ 


Cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever  are 
provided  for  at  Grey’s  Hospital  -  the  Provincial  Hospital, and 
the  King  George  V  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  in  Durban.  In¬ 
patient  treatment  for  venereal  disease  is  provided  at  the 
Epidemic  Hospital  for  non-Europeans,  while  Europeans  needing 
in-patient  treatment  are  sent  by  arrangement  to  Addington 
Hospital,  Durban. 

The  scheme  for  the  building  of  a  Non- Europe  an 
Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  at  Mountain  Rise, 
to  provide  24  beds  for  Tuberculosis  and  12  beds  for  other 
Infectious  Disease  was  completed  and  approved  by  the  Union 
Health  Department  during  the  year,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
Health  Year  tenders  were  being  called  for.  The  total  estimated 
cost  (including  equipment)  is  approximately  £16,000.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(a)  ANTHRAX.  No  cases  notified, 

(b)  SMALLPOX,  No  cases  notified.  Cases  were  reported  in  the 

Northern  Natal  areas,  but  during  the  period  under 
review  no  extension  into  or  near  Pietermaritzburg 
occurred,  Vaccihation  of  Natives  is  carried  out  at 
the  Pass  Office  C  See  Page  20  ).  Regular  vaccination 
is  being  carried  out  at  the  Epidemic  Hospital  as  it  TLs 
felt  that  an  odd  case  of  Smallpox  might  present  him¬ 
self  there  at  any  time  for  treatment. 

(c)  DIPHTHERIA ■  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  29 

as  compared  with  49  for  last  year  and  42  the  year 
prior  to  that.  There  was  only  1  Asiatic  death 
from  this  disease.  The  incidence  of  this  disease 
dropped  sharply  this  year  but  even  the  29  cases 
notified  could  have  been  prevented  by  immunisation. 
Until  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  child  population 
is  immunised  it  can  be  anticipated  that  this  drop  will 
not  be  sustained 3 but  that  the  incidence  will  increase 
again.  Immunisation,  particularly  of  pre-school 

children,  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  a.  total 
of  295  children  ha.ving  completed  the  immunising  course 
at  the  Infant  Clinic. 

(d)  SCARLET  FEVER.  32  Cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  4  2 

last  year. 

(e)  CERaBRQ- SPINAL  MENINGITIS ,  3  European  eases,  1  Native  and 

1  Asiatic  case  were  notified,  as  compared  with  2 
cases  notified  during  the  previous  year. 

(f)  LEPROSY .  1  Asiatic  case  was  notified. 

(g)  TYPHUS  .FEVER .  No  cases  were  notified  this  year. 

(h)  ENTERIC  FEVER.  18  Cases  were  notified,  2  Europeans  and 

16  Non-Europeans ,  an  increase  on  last  year's  total 
of  15 . 

In  6  Non-European  cases  bacteriological 
or  Post  Mortem  confirmation  of  the  diagnosis  was  not 
obtained. 

(i)  PUERPERAL  SEPSIS.  13  cases  were  notified,  4  European  and 

9  Non-European  .  *  1  case  followed  an  abortion  and 

4  cases  followed  complicated  full-term  deliveries 
(Haemorrhage  2 5  retained  placenta  1;  and  eraniotomy  1, 

2  Causes  occured  where  delivery  took  place  at  home,  11 
cases  occurred  where  delivery  took  place  in  HQspital. 
Only  1  death  (an  Asiatic  patient)  was  recorded  from 
this  condition. 

Terminal  disinfection  for  Infectious  Disease 
is  carried  out  by  this  Department,  the  disinfection  of  bedding, 
etc.,  being  done  at  the  Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Health  Department 
and  a  Formalin  spray  being  employed  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms.

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(3)  TUBERCULOSIS .  (Pages  35-36) 

Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  again 
showed  a  marked  decrease,  38  cases  only  being  notified  as 
compared  with  last  year's  total  of  54.  31  of  these  were  non- 

Europeans  .  The  notifications  of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
remained  low,  with  a  total  of  8  cases  (  5  non-European)  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year’s  total  of  9. 

15  Cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  King 
George  V  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in  Durban,  while  several  cases 
are  now  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  that  hospital. 

The  need  for  ample  isolation  accommodation  in  hospital  for 
active  communicable  cases  of  Tuberculosis  cannot  be  over¬ 
stressed  and  while,  therefore,  the  accommodation  available  in 
this  hospital  is  most  valuable, it  is  not  sufficient  to  meet 
all  the  demands  upon  it. 

Isolation  accommodation  for  Nativ  e  Tubercu- 
lotics  has  again  been  the  crying  need,  and  following  approval 
of  its  scheme  by  the  Union  Health  Department,  the  City  Council 
called  for  tenders  at  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  for 
the  erection  of  a  24  bed  Tuberculosis  Block  at  Mountain  Rise, 
for  Non-Europeans.  This  will  fill  a  long  felt  want  and 
should  prove  to  be  a  most  important  step  forward  in  the  con¬ 
trol  of  Tuberculosis  in  Pietermaritzburg,  completing  the  last 
gap  in  the  Pietermaritzburg  control  scheme. 

This  Block  is  intended  mainly  for  Natives, 
but  will  also  provide  accommodation  for  Coloureds  and  Asiatics 
awaiting  transfer  to  the  King  George  V  Hospital,  or  possibly 
unwilling  to  go  so  far  away  from  their  homes.  It  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  staff  the  hospital  with  Non-European  nurses  and 
orderlies  under  the  control  of  a  European  Matron, 

The  scheme  of  subsidising  rentals  in  Tuber¬ 
culosis  families  at  the  Native  Village,  where  a  larger  house 
was  necessary  to  ensure  the  isolation  of  the  infectious  case 
in  the  home,  contihued  during  the  year  and  5  families  have 
been  assisted  in  this  Way.  Close  control  by  the  Native 
Health  Assistant  is  maintained  to  ensure  that  isolation  is 
observed.  The  need  for  this  scheme  should  fall  away  when 
the  Tuberculosis  Hospital  Block  is  completed. 

During  the  year  19  Borough  cases  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  Grey's  Hospital  (  2  European,  8  Native,  4  Coloured 
and  5  Asiatic),  5  of  these  being  admitted  direct  from  the 
Clinic.  A  further  .15  cases  were  sent  to  the  King  George  V 
Hospital  for  Tuberculosis,  in  Durban,  -  3  European, 

5  Coloured  and  7  Asiatics. 

The  Natal  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association  made 
grants  to  7  families  in  Pietermaritzburg  (  5  Coloured  and  2 
Asiatic  )  to  enable  the  breadwinner  to  accept  hospital 
treatment ,

There  has  thus  been  a  further  drop  in  the  not if i 
cations  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  Non-Europeans  during  the  year, 
maintaining  the  steady  improvement  that  has  occurred  since  1936. 

In  the  case  of  deaths  from  this  disease  a  small  improvement  for  the 
year  has  again  been  noted  for  all  races 

Notifications  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
have  dropped  to  their  former  low  level,  while  no  significant  change 
can  be  noted  in  the  deaths  from  this  disease.  The  steady  decline 
in  Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  coupled  with  the  less 
marked  but  also  definite  tendency  towards  decline  in  the  deaths 
from  this  disease,  gives  good  grounds  for  optimism  in  regard  to 
the  control  of  the  disease. 


The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  (  Page  41) 

This  Clinic  continues  to  serve  a  very  useful 
function.  The  routine  examination  of  all  contacts  of  every  case 
of  Tuberculosis  notified  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of 
the  Clinic,  and  is  aimed  at  detecting  early  cases  and  so  preventing 
the  development  and  spread  of  the  disease.  During  the  year  there 
were  1711  attendances  at  the  clinic  while  2592  visits  were  made 
to  tuberculotics  and  contacts  in  their  homes. 


(4)  VEHEREAL  DISEASE.  (Pages  42-50) 

A  full  description  of  this  department’s  organi¬ 
sation  for  the  control  of  venereal  disease  was  given  in  the  annual 
report  for  1939-1940. 


Clinics. . . ./ 
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(4)  Venereal  Disease  cont'd. 

Clinics  for  all  races  are  held  weekly  at  Greyrs 
Hospital  and  continue  to  be  well  attended,  there  being  10,229 
attendances  during  the  year  as  compared  with  last  yearfs  total 
of  10,687.  The  Non-European  Health  Assistants  continue  to  do 
good  follow-up  work  and  983  home  visits  were  paid  to  Non- 
European  cases  of  venereal  disease.  The  regular  attendance 
of  many  of  the  patients,  extending  in  many  cases  through  5  and 
6  courses  of  treatment,  is  largely  due  to  the  follow-up  work 
of  these  Native  Health  Assistants. 


EPIDEMIC  HOSPITAL  (Non-European  V.D.)  . 

Admissions  to  this  Hospital  are  still  steadily 
increasing,  1581  cases  being  admitted  in  comparison  with  1264 
for  the  previous  year. 

An  unfortunate  feature  recently  noted  is  the 
number  of  re-admissions  for  relapse  in  patients  suffering  from 
Syphilis  who  come  in  from  the  country  districts  and  state  that 
they  have  been  unable  to  continue  with  regular  treatment, 
although  they  had  been  taught  the  necessity  for  this  at  the 
Epidemic  Hospital,  because,  though  they  have  applied  for 
further  treatment,  they  have  not  been  able  to  afford  the  cost 
of  such  further  treatment.  There  is  urgent  need  to  provide 
for  free  continuation  treatment  in  the  country  districts  in 
order  to  prevent  relapse  into  an  infectious  condition  again. 

During  the  year  a  new  shower  block, containing  6 
showers,  was  constructed  and  connected  to  the  Hot  Water  System 
at  the  Hospital,  adding  considerably  to  the  ease  of  adminis¬ 
tration.

The  rapidly  increasing  total  of  admissions . 
brings  the  question  of  extra  accommodation  and  extra  staffing 
up  again  for  consideration  and  considerable  e:xpansion  of  the 
hospital  will  probably  be  necessary  soon.  The  patients  have 
cultivated  a  considerable  area  of  the  hospital  grounds  during 
the  year,  the  entire  produce  being  utilised  as  a  supplement 
to  their  normal  hospital  diet. 

(5)  PLAGUE 

No  case  of  plague  occurred  in  this  locality 
during  the  year •  Regular  inspection  of  new  shops  and  ware -houses 
in  the  course  of  erection  has  been  carried  out  and  their  rodent- 
proofing  has  been  supervised  very  cane  fully  by  this  Department. 
Progress  has  also  been  made  in  the  rodent-proofing  of  existing 
premises. 


(6)  OTHER  CQMfcmi CABLE  DISEASES 
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( 6 )  OTHER  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

(I)  MALARIA-  Control  by  spotting 9  oiling  of  selected 

areas  and  house  spraying  in  order ’ to  identify  adult 
mosquitoes 3  has  again  been  carried  out  during  the 
past  year  both  in  the  Borough,  and,  on  behalf  of 
the  Magistrate  as  Local  Authority  for  the  District 
of  Pietermaritzburg 9  in  the  Peri-Urban  areas.  No 
malarial  mosquito  vectors  were  recovered  in  the 
Borough  but  at  the  end  of  the  season  AoGambiae  were 
found  in  the  Bishop stowe  area,  which  forms  -a 
portion  of  the  Peri-Urban  areas  controlled,  A. 
Gambiae  were  also  reported  in  the  district  outside 
the  area,  controlled. 

No  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified  in  the 

Bor  ough . 

Fencing  of  swampy  areas  and  tree  planting 
was  continued  and  the  trees  are  progressing  well. 
Fire  destroyed  one  of  the  plantations  but  the 
damage  was  insufficient  to  prevent  the  drying  up 
of  the  particular  seepage.  It  is  proposed 

to  carry  on  the  tree  planting  programme  this  year. 
Drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in  certain 
areas,  subsoil  drains  being  laid  wherever  possible, 
using  shale  which  is  available  on  the  site  0  The 
siting  of  large  military  camps  and  building 
expansion  have  converted  previously  uninhabited 
areas  into  thickly  populated  areas  so  that  species 
sanitation  for  certain  areas  must  now  be  replaced 
fey  more  permanent  measures  to  guard  against  the 
greater  risk  of  malaria  and  also  against  the 
nuisance  caused  by  non-malarial  mosquitoes. 

Check  spraying  of  dwellings  was  carried 
out  throughout  the  season,  the  number  of  houses 
sprayed  being  185,  776  rooms  in  all  being  treated.

(III)  MEASLES .  57  Cases  were  treated  in  the  Isolation 

Hospital  and  of  these  21  came  from  Out-of-the- 
Borough.  2  Native  and  1  Asiatic  death  were 
reported  from  this  disease.  A  large  proportion  of 
the  European  cases  were  admitted  from  bearding 
schools  and  hotels,  etc.

(V)  WHOOPING  COUGH.  3  Deaths  were  reported  in  Natives. 
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The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is 
under  the-  control  of  the  City  Engineers  Department*  It  is 
derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly  country  lying  to  the  west  . 
of  the  Town. .  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley  the  water  is  piped 
to  the  Purification  Works,  where  it  is  treated  with  Ammonium 
Sulphate  Lime  and  Alumina- ferric  before  filtration.  After 
filtration  the  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  distributed  to 
the  four  service  reservoirs.  The  construction  work  which  will 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  impounding  dam  at  Henley  by  approxi¬ 
mately  450  million  gallons  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the 
coming  ye  ar . 


The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and 
each  of  the  service  reservoirs  has  been  bacteriologically 
examined  each  week  by  the  bio- chemist  in  charge  of  the  Purifi¬ 
cation  Works.  The  recent  change  over  to  the  use  of  Chloramine 
for  water  purification  has  proved  to  be  entirely  successful  and 
improved  bacteriological  r esults  have  been  noted  following  this 
change  over,  a  very  high  standard  of  purity  being  maintained. 


( 8 )  NIGHTSOIL  AHD  REFUSE  DISPOSAL , 

The  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  City  Engineer.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  and 
suburbs  is  served  by  water-borne  sewage  which  has  been  extended 
during  the  year ,although  the  conservancy  system  is  still  in  use  in 
certain  outlying  parts.  Disposal  is  on  the  sewage 

farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town  where  broad  irri¬ 
gation  is  carried  out  and  the  screenings  are  trenched.  Most  of 
the  new  dwellings  erected  during  the  year  have  been  sewered.  A 
number  have  been  placed  on  a  septic  tank  system  and  a  few  placed 
on  the  pail  system.  One  large  military  camp  is  served  by  the 
pail  system,  the  other  camp  by  the  sewer. 


(9)  MEAT  SUPPLIES .  (Pages  56-57) 

All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the 
Municipal  Abattoir,  which  is  under  the  direct  control  of  this  De¬ 
partment.  Butchers’  .shops  are  periodically  inspected  to  ensure 
that  they  are  satisfactory  and  that  no  meat  which  does  not  bear 
the  Municipal  stamp  is  exposed  for  sale.  102  Inspections  of 
butchers’  shops  were  made.  A  list  of  meat,  fish  and  fowl 

condemned  after  inspection  is  shown  on  page  55. 

There  were  22  applications  for  Butchers' 
licences,  19  were  approved  without  comment;  2  were  approved  after 
certain  requirements  had  been  carried  out  and  1  was  rejected. 

The  Abattoir  Manager  reports  that  during  the 
year  62,258  animals  were  slaughtered,  a  considerable  increase  on 
last  yearfe  total  of  45,520,  due  to  supplying  the  needs  of  the 
Military  Camps  and  Hospitals  in  Pietermaritzburg,  and  the  supply¬ 
ing  of  a  portion  of  the  needs  of  Troop  Convoys  calling  at  Durban.

Slaughtering. 

Humane  killers  have  been  used  for  the  slaugh¬ 
tering  of  all  animals  except  those  slaughtered  under  religious 
rites,  the  Schermer  Killer  for  Cattle  and  the  Cash  Killer  for 
Pigs,  Sheep  and  Calves. 

The  two  stunning  pens  and  the  "Locwil"  stunning 
and  casting  pen  have  continued  to  give  entire  satisfaction. 

The  requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act  (1934)  have  been  fully  complied  with. 


(10)  MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  milk  supply  has  been  carefully  controlled 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  derived  from  72  producer -distributors 
of  whom  53  are  in  the  Borough  and  19  Outside  the  Borough.  .  In 
addition  to  these  there  are  56  producers  who  send  their  milk  to 
the  two  pasteurization  plants  from  where  it  is  distributed  after 
pasteurization,  while  2  dairymen  supply  cream  alone.  All  these 
dairymen  are  registered  with  this  department  and  their  premises 
are  inspected. 

The  "Clean  Milk"  competition  was  not  held  this 
year  owing  to  the  cancellation  of  the  Royal  Show  for  the  duration 
of  the  War. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attended  the 
meetings  of  the  local  committee  of  the  Dairy  Industry  Control 
Board  until  the  suspension  of  the  activities  of  all  Local 
Committees,  following  a  judicial  decision  on  the  validity  of  the 
Dairy  Products  Marketing  Scheme.

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  rate  again 
showed  a  drop,  falling  from  3 9, >70  to  35.05.

The  Indian _ rate  has  decreased  to  57.8.  This 
considerable  decrea.se  is  due  to  revision  of  the  total  of  births, 
as  it  was  found  that  a  large  number  of  Indian  births  were  not 
registered.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure  more  complete  regis¬ 
tration.  Because  of  this,  this  year* s. rate  is  not  really  com¬ 
parable  with  the  figures  given  in  previous  years.

( 16  )  PERI-URBAN  AREAS . 

A  notable  step  forward  has  been  made 
since  the  publication  of  the  last  annual  report,  by  the 
enactment  of  Provincial  Ordinance  No. 20, 1941,  the  Local 
Health  Commission  (Public  Health  Areas  Control)  Ordinance, 
1941.  This  Ordinance  is  welcomed  as  an  indication  of 
the  intention  of  the  Provincial  Government  to  set  up  a 
body  which  will  assume  control  of  the  Peri-Urban  Areas  of 
Pie termaritzburg , amongst  other  areas,  under  the  powers 
thus  granted,  and  so  bring  under  control  this  danger  spot 
which  constantly  menaces  the  health  of  this  town. 
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(1)  HOUSING . 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  no  re -survey  of 
housing  needs  in  Pietermaritzburg  has  been  possible* 

As  f ar . as  Natives  are  concerned  much  has  been 
accomplished  and  the  requirements  for  Native  Housing  are  now 
comparatively  small.  Only  a  small  proportion  of  the  neces¬ 

sary  Asiatic  Housing  has  been  provided  so  far,  No  Sub-economic 
housing  for  the  European  and  Coloured  population  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  so  far  5  but  a  re -survey  of  their  position  has  been  made, 
the  result  of  which  is  given  on  page  25.  The  Council  Economic 
Housing  Scheme  in  the  "Gardens’’  suburb  was  completed  during  the 
period  under  review,  the  30  houses  constructed”  bringing  the 
total  up  to  50. 

Powers  under  the  Slums  Act  have  been  used  in 
respect  of  4  premises  during  the  year  and  powers  under  the 
Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  in  dealing  with  insanitary 
dwellings,  37  dwellings  being  condemned  for  demolition  under 
Public  Health  By-Law  19(b),  22  dwellings  have  been  voluntarily 

demolished,  in  nearly  all  cases  following  representations  by 
this  Department. 

Plans. 

All  plans  of  new  buildings  are  submitted  to 
this  Department,  and  238  have  been  scrutinised.  Of  these  146 
were  approved  out-right,  77  approved  subject  to  minor  alterations 

and  15  disapproved. 

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  during  the 
year  96  dwellings  were  erected  for  Europeans  and  15  for  non- 

Europeans. 

( 2 )  HOUSING  OF  NAT IVES, NATIVE  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS  OR  BARRACKS. 

The  Pietermaritzburg  Native  Village  is 
situated  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town.  This  Village 
has  been  recently  extended  and  now  comprises  354  houses  and  various 
public  buildings,  and  has  a  population  of  about  1,700.  It  is 
situated  on  a  good  slope,  and  houses  are  well  constructed  of 
brick,  and  the  general  lay-out  is  good.  Water  is  supplied 
by  communal  standpipes  from  the  Corporation  water  supply,  and 
sanitation  is  by  the  pail  system.  A  considerable  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  in  the  provision  of  kerb  and  guttering  to  streets 
and  in  the  hardening  of  roads. 

There  are  three  Corporation  hostels  for  single 
Natives.  For  Males  there  is  the  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes) 
housing  396  Natives,  and  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity 
of  127.  The  'Women’s  Hostel  in  Church  Street  housed  174  single 

women. 


The  Village  and  Hostels  are  all  under  the 
control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administration  Department  and  2 
European  Superintendents  are  employed. 

The  Natives  (Urban  Areas)  Act  is  administered 
by  the  Municipal  Native  Administration  Department.  128 
temporary  licences  have  been  granted  to  house  unexempted  Natives 
under  this  Act, pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  at 
the  Village  and  Hostels. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  Natives  resident  in  the 
town  are  domestic  servants,  living  in  quarters  provided  on  the 
property  of  their  employers.  These  quarters  are  the  subject  of

routine  inspections  by  this  Department  and  in  general  are  satis¬ 
factory. 


ASIATIC  HOUSING . 

The  Corporation  owns  two  compounds  which  house 
the  sewage  farm  workers  and  the  scavenging  gangs*  These  compounds 
are  well  constructed  in  brick, and  house  respectively  32  and  27 
Indian  labourers,  together  with  their  wives  and  families. 

50  subeconomic  Indian  Houses  were  completed  by 
the  beginning  of  1940.  This  scheme  was  made  up  of  eight  2  bedroom 
plus  living  room  houses  (letting  at  a  rental  of  7/~  per  week). 
Thirty-six  3  bedroom  plus  living  room  houses  (letting  at  a  rental 
of  8/-  per  week),  and  six  4  bedroom  plus  living  room  houses  (letting 
at  a  rental  of  9/-  per  week).  These  houses  have  been  in  contin¬ 
uous  occupation  throughout  the  year.  One  of  the  Health  Visitors  of 
the  Department  has  been  appointed  to  act  as  Supervisor  of  this 
Housing  Scheme ,  the  number  of  houses  not  warranting  a  full-time 
officia.l.  A  garden  competition  was  held  duri:qg  the  year,  47 

of  the  tenants  entering  for  this  competition,  which  was  keenly 
contested . 


(3 )  REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS , AND  HOUSING  MATTERS  OF  SPECIAL 
IMPORTANCE  REQUIRING  ATTENTION . 


A  re-survey  of  the  European  and  Coloured 
housing  position  was  carried  out  last  year  and  resulted  in  the 
following  findings  s-

Following  upon  Council's  application.  Loans 
have  now  been  authorised  by  the  Central  Housing  Board  for  limited 
subeconomic  Housing  Schemes,  and  the  City  Council  has  decided  to 
proceed  with  schemes  along  the  following  lines 

(1)  Provision  of  12  European  subeconomic  cottages. 

(2)  Provision  of  20  Coloured  subeconomic  cottages. 

(3)  Provision  of  50  Asiatic  subeconomic  homes,  the 
question  of  a  large  flat  block  is  being  considered 
in  this  connection. 

It  is  anticipated  that  9  subeconomic  houses 
for  European.  Railway  employees  will  be  constructed  by  the  Railway 
Administration  during  the  coming  year,  on  land  set  aside  by 
Council  for  this  purpose.
